the prince running in the British 
press the past few days. Also, it 
is said that Philip has applied for 
British naturalization, which would 
oe a requisite to marriage with the 
.heiress 
to the 
world's 
greatest 


throne. 


The way European royal fami- 


lies intermarry it isn't surprising 
to learn that Prince Philip is third 
cousin to Princess Elizabeth. He is 
n nephew of the distinguished Ad- 
miral Lord Mquntbatten and has 
been in the British navy since he 
was nineteen (he is now twenty- 
five). He and the twenty year old 
princess have been seeing much of 
each other and have appeared in 
public together, and England is 
prepared to hear in due course that 
he is to marry his princess 
and 


thus in time become prince con- 
sort. 


A prince consort's chief distinc- 


tion is that he is husband of the 
queen. She is the sovereign and he 
has no privileges of monarchy. The 
last prince consort of England was 
Prince Albert, husband of the fam- 
ous Queen 
Victoria. Just

ment gave him precedence next to 
the queen, but he had nq distinc-

Tokyo, Dec. 10 — (/P) — A Japa- 


nese repatriates just arrived 
at 


Hakodate from southern Sakhalin 
svere quoted today in the news- 
paper Asahl as saying the Rus- 
sians are colonizing and commu- 
nixing that former Nipponese ter- 
ritory. 


Asahi said the repatriates report- 
ed: 


Russian

Lawyers See 
Split Court 
on Coal Issue 


Washington, Dec. 10 — (UP) — 


Lawyers today arc predicting a 
divided supreme court when 
the 


justices render their vcrdicl on vhe 
contempt sentences passed .-igains 
John L. Lewis and the United Mine 
Workers of America. The case wil' 
be argued Jan. 14. 
Some good lawyers, 
including 


Sen. Burton K. Wheeler, D., Mont, 
believed the court may find 
foi 


Lewis. Others, including Donald R 
Richbcrg, are confident 
the 
in 


.junction and contempt 
sentence 


will be sustained. Richberg's opin 
ion is significant because he wn 
one of several men 
who 
hclpci 


draft the Norris-LaGuardia anli-in 
junction bill which was enacted i 
1932. Lewis contends that act pro 
tcctcd him against the 
injunctio 


which broke his strike. 


In its brief lo the supreme conn 


the government insisted the ant 
injunction act did not extend to th 
federal government. The brief cite 
congressional discussion, when th 
act was pending and the 
stale-1 


menls of its sponsors that the limit- 
ations raised against granting of 
injunctions in labor disputes would 
not extend to 'ihe government. 


If the court desires further first 


hand testimony on the intent of 
the Norris-LaGuardia act, il can be 
had irom Associate Justice Felix 
Frankfurter. He 
was 
associated 


with Richbcrg in drafting ihe act 
as il finally was passed and knows 
what it was intended to cover. 


The Justice 
Department 
brief 


and the original judgment of the 
districl court presided 
over 
by 


Judge T. Alan Goldsborough cite 
various issues to be considered by 
the supreme court. 


Lewis' lawyers contend 
Golds- 


borough's court lacked jurisdiction 
to issue the temporary strike re- 
straining order. It was for ignor- 
ing the order that Lewis and his 
union were found guilty of civil 
and criminal contempt. 


The government contends

Goldsborough had no authority to 
issue the injunction, yet the union 
and

5. Place Ihe Iree in Ihe center of

Prune off Ihe ends of any ragged, 
broken roots. Hold Ihe- tree so it 
will be as deep or a little deeper 
than it formerly stood in the soil. 


6. Fill in the hole using well pul- 


vciizcd top soil free from trash. 

Keep all roots 
G inches or more beneath the final, 
suiface. When all roots arc cover-, 
cd, pack the soil as the hole 
is 


filled by tramping with Ihe feet.

be supported by slakes and

wires, using old rubber hose 
or 


burlap in contact with the tree. 


8. After tho tree will stand alone 


but before the hole is quite filled, 
apply enough water lo soak com- 
pletely to the bottom of the origin- 
al planting hole.

Agent Explains 
Why Clothing 
Is Scarce 


A casual glance into store wind- 
ows and at counters leads one to 
think that clothing and shoes are 
plentiful, 
but closer 
inspection 


shows that merchandise is still of 
poor quality and over 
decorated, 
stales Home Demonstration Agent 
Mary Dixon. Simple good -quality 
dresses, slips, gowns and pajamas 
at moderate prices are still out of 
supply and simple walking shoes, 
with toes and heels in, are just as 
scarce. 
Some of the reasons for .present 
scarcities are that manufacturers 
make more profit on highly decora^ 
ted types of clothing; supplies of 
cloth and leather are scarce; and 
skilled workers arc too few. Many 
experienced workers have;not 're- 
turned to the textile trade because 
other jobs pay better. Pent - up-de- 
mands for goods has not yet been 
filled. A back log of woven goods, 
tanned leather and .other supplies 
necessary for making clothing has 
not yet been built up by manufac- 
turers. Merchants have not been 
able to build up slocks in sufficient 
quantity to have a complete range 
of sizes or styles. 


In view of Ihis siluation, 
what 
can the consumer do? First, buv 
only the merchandise actually need- 
ed, advises the home demonstration 
agent. Let the retail 
merchant 
know that poor quality merchandise 
is no longer desir.ed. A 
.buyer's 
strike on wearing .apparel can be 
just as effective as 
a 
worker's 
slrike. Styles will pYobably change 
greatly next spring, so lhal clothes 
purchased now will be out of date, 
she slates.

Agent Explains 
Why Clothing 
Is Scarce 


A casual glance into store wind- 
ows and at counters leads one to 
think that clothing and shoes are 
plentiful, 
but closer 
inspection 


shows that merchandise is still of 
poor quality and over 
decorated, 
stales Home Demonstration Agent 
Mary Dixon. Simple good -quality 
dresses, slips, gowns and pajamas 
at moderate prices are still out of 
supply and simple walking shoes, 
with toes and heels in, are just as 
scarce. 
Some of the reasons for .present 
scarcities are that manufacturers 
make more profit on highly decora^ 
ted types of clothing; supplies of 
cloth and leather are scarce; and 
skilled workers arc too few. Many 
experienced workers have;not 're- 
turned to the textile trade because 
other jobs pay better. Pent - up-de- 
mands for goods has not yet been 
filled. A back log of woven goods, 
tanned leather and .other supplies 
necessary for making clothing has 
not yet been built up by manufac- 
turers. Merchants have not been 
able to build up slocks in sufficient 
quantity to have a complete range 
of sizes or styles. 


In view of Ihis siluation, 
what 
can the consumer do? First, buv 
only the merchandise actually need- 
ed, advises the home demonstration 
agent. Let the retail 
merchant 
know that poor quality merchandise 
is no longer desir.ed. A

It must be ap- 
proprialc to its setting and surroun- 
dings as well as to Ihe character 
of its subject II must be somewhat 
idealized, yet it should be a recog- 
niable likeness. 
These are bul a few of Ihe sculp- 
lor's many difficulties. Bul they arc 
made progressively worsa by the 
changing fashions in men's attire. 
There is nothing formal, noble or 
impressive about a business suit.
